tirem ent systems. Gov. Jam es T. 
Blair Jr. has recom m ended ex­ 
tension of the plan to all state 
employes. 
W orkers could retire at 60 and 
would have to quit a t 65 unless 
they got perm ission to continue 
on a year to year basis. A board 
of trustees m ade up of state offi­ 
cials and employes would adm in­ 
ister the system.

Somehow, it didn’t seem right to the general pub­ 
lic, th at betw een 2,000 and 3,000 employees of the publications 
should suddenly get a tragic Christm as present in the form of 
being out of w ork. And certainly it m ust have been a bitter 
blow to the stockholders and m anagem ent of the publications 
to have to toss in the sponge and say, “ We’re licked.” 


To all of us associated with publishing the dem ise of these 
two m agazines should serve as a sharp w arning. This applies, it 
seems to us, equally as well w hether we are consum er magazine 
publishers, 
daily new spaper 
publishers, 
w eekly 
publishers, 
business or farm m agazine publishers, or w hatever. The w arn­ 
ing is also just as pertinent to the lowliest “cub” in the publi­ 
cation’s staff as it is to the ranks of m iddle m anagem ent and to 
top executive levels. 


The w arning should have been obvious to all, but some seem 
to have forgotten it and others seem either never to have learn­ 
ed it, or not to have believed it. 


The w arning is this: 


There ii a point beyond which the continuing spiral of 
eoet increases, followed by Circulation increases, fol­ 
lowed by advertising rate increases, ceases to be a 
workable method of financing a publication. 


It hav alw ays been im portant, but perhaps the year-end fold­ 
ings indicate im perative is a m ore apt word, for both employees 
and em ployers to realize that there is a limit. And 
work to­ 
gether more than they ever have before in assuring that 


( 1) a full day’s pay will in fact result in a full day’s work. 


(2) any and every developm ent which makes for work sim­ 
plification and greater production is received w ith open arm s 
rather than resisted alm ost by force of arm s, and 


( 3j there is full realization th at increased profi’s and in­ 
creased wages and salaries are not something which one gets by 
right, but which come only as and after one earns them. 


If the industry—its stockholders and owners, its m anage­ 
m ent, and its em ployees—heed the w arning of Collier’s and 
W om an’s Home Com panion, the publishing industry can and 
w ill continue to be a good industry in which to work. If any 
of the three groups nam ed does not realize that all are inter­ 
dependent and th at there is a lim it to the spiral, then future 
New Years will continue to be studded with the kinds of bitter 
pills which the Crow ell-Collier group had to swallow last month.

This is a 
new publication sponsored by the 
Assn. For Applied Solar Energy, 
I with headquarters here. 
Dr. Abbott, who is 85 and has 
been studying solar problem s for 
m ore than a half century, says 
w eather bureau officials and pro­ 
fessional m eteorologists doubt the j 
value of his method but adds that j 
he has checked its accuracy bv 
“forecasting” the w eather of past 
years.

And certainly it m ust have been a bitter 
blow to the stockholders and m anagem ent of the publications 
to have to toss in the sponge and say, “We’re licked.” 


To all of us associated with publishing the dem ise of these 
two magazines should serve as a sharp w arning. This applies, it 
seems to us, equally as well w hether we are consum er m agazine 
publishers, 
daily 
new spaper publishers, 
w eekly 
publishers, 
business or farm m agazine publishers, or w hatever. The w arn­ 
ing is also just as pertinent to the lowliest “cub” in the publi­ 
cation's staff as it is to the ranks of m iddle m anagem ent and to 
top executive levels. 


The warning should have been obvious to all, but some seem 
to have forgotten it and others seem either never lo have learn­ 
ed it, or not to have believed it. 


The warning is this: 


There is a point beyond which the rontinuinx spiral of 
cost increases, followed by Circulation increases, fol­ 
lowed by advertising rate inereases, ceases to he a 
workable method af financing a publication. 


It ha;- always been im portant, but perhaps the year-end fold­ 
ings indicate im perative is a more apt word, for both employees 
and employers to realize that there is a lim it. And to work to­ 
gether more than they ever have before in assuring that 


(1) a full day's pay w ill in fact result in a full day’s work. 


( 2) any and every developm ent which m akes for work sim­ 
plification and g reater production is received w ith open arm s 
rather than resisted alm ost by force of arm s, and 


(3) there is full realization that increased profits and in­ 
creased wages and salaries are not som ething w hich one gets by 
right, but which com e only as and after one earns them. 


If the industry— its stockholders and ow ners, its m anage­ 
m ent, and its em ployees—heed the w arning of Collier’s and 
W om an’s Home Com panion, the publishing industry can and 
w ill continue to be a good industry in which to work. If any 
of the three groups nam ed does not realize th at all are inter­ 
dependent and th a t there is a lim it to the spiral, then future 
New Years will continue to be studded w ith the kinds of bitter 
pills w hich the C row ell-C ollier group had to swallow last m onth.

relief alone, a troop of 3.000 feder­

less” method of making these col­ 
lections and by the sam e token, 
m ake it easier to increase the levy, 
particularly in the lower brackets 
It m ay be the state will need 
to increase this levy—but we doubt 
it. 
In any case, every business 
m an of high or low degree will 
find it a most unsavory plan in 
case the legislature foists it upon 
them.

Sim ilar 
bond plans have been instituted in 
Mississipi, where the widely,-pub­ 
licized B A.W I. program has yui>- 
stantially increased industrial ac­ 
tivity in that state, and in A rkan­ 
sas, Tennessee and Texas. 
The Noble am endm ent 
already 
has substaintial backing from in­ 
dustrial location organizations and 
m any cham bers of com m erce The 
Missouri Delta Development Com- 
mision has favored the issuance of 
industrial bond for several years. 
T here are. c! course, danger- in 
such a plan. One i> that the bonds, 
if defaulted in some com m unities, 
could become hard to sell, there­ 
by defeating the purjiosc of the am ­ 
endment. Another is that com m uni­ 
ties which vote bonds, only to find 
their new industries worthless, v ill 
suffer financially unless 
another 
industry can be located im m ediate­ 
ly. Sen. 
Noble has provided for 
some protection to com m unities by 
specifying that prior approval m ust 
be secured by the state's Division 
of R esources and Development be­ 
fore revenue bonds can be subm it­ 
ted to a vote of the people 
Many Missouri com m unities are 
seriously searching for 
industry, 
and while some have been suc­ 
cessful. m any others have vainly 
searched for years for companies 
which wil serve to stop declining 
|)opulation trends in rural Missou­ 
ri. The opportunity to vote bonds 
for plant construction should not 
only help the individual com m uni­ 
ties but should serve as an induce­ 
m ent to industries 
outside 
the 
state. 
By passage of the Noble am en d­ 
ment. Missouri can serve notice to 
companies throughout the country 
that the Show Me state is not only 
interested in securing industry but 
has m any advantages to offer in 
the way of climate, w ater, resour­ 
ces and financing.—Daily Dunklin 
Democrat.

This 
driver, if he lives, will spend the 
rest of his days wishing he could 
change w hat he did—but he will 
never be able to give back to her 
family the m other he killed. 
The puzzling aspect about all this 
is that m ost of us know we can’t 
change anything we have done— 
but we go barging ahead on the 
principle -that nothing we would 
ever want to change can happen to 
us. So m any of us seem to be say­ 
ing to ourselves: “ I'm a good driv­ 
er. Traffic accidents happen to 
other people, not to m e.”

This, of course, is a sure-fire re­ 
cipe for disaster. No one is im ­ 
mune to traffic accidents — and 
with m ore than 
38,000 
traffic 
deaths recorded la st year, this fact 
should be clear to anyone. Most 
accidents involve two people—and 
in m any cases, only o n e'w as at 
fault.

That is so obviously untrue that 
it would seem no Ph.D. could hold 
such a stupid notion, but literal­ 
ly thousands of college professors 
are worshiping the form of science 
instead of the true substance.

and regulations! 
How’ this particular swarm of

ly. Sen. Noble ha* provided for 
some protection to com munities by 
specifying that prior approval m ust 
be secured by the state’s Division 
of Resources and Development be­ 
fore revenue bonds can be subm it­ 
ted to a vote of the people 
Many Missouri com munities are 
seriously searching for 
industry, 
and while iomc have been suc­ 
cessful. m any other* have vainly 
searched for year* for conqianies 
which wil serve to stop declining 
population trends in rural Missou­ 
ri. The opportunity to vote bonds 
for plant construction should not 
only help the individual com muni­ 
ties but should serve as an induce­

By passage of the Noble am end­ 
m ent, Missouri can serve notice to 
companies throughout the country 
that the Show Me state is not only 
interested in securing industry but 
has many advantages to offer in 
the way of climate, w ater, resour­ 
ces and financing.—Daily Dunklin 
Dem ocrat.

— “The rea­ 
son m any uneducated men m ake 
successes 
in 
businesses.” said 
M urray Cohen, tvho never fin­ 
ished gram m ar school, "is that 
subconsciously they seek securi­ 
ty in money. 
“But 1 never idolized m oney.” 
At 49 Cohen, who is as eaim 
and restful as a bottle ot benze­ 
drine piils. really is a millionaire 
who probably doesn't idolize m on­ 
ey 
How can you idolize som e­ 
thing you are m aking so last you 
aon’t have tim e to count it? 
There are a num ber of unusual 
thing;- about M urray, a blue-eyed, 
sandy - haired philanthropist and 
businessm an who was born poor 
on the Lower East Side and still 
w ears the air of surety of one 
who bioke his knuckles young, 
but still won. For exam ple: 
He went to* work selling paper 
and twine at 14, and four years 
later w*as earning $40,000 a year 
selling laundry m achinery. 
He lives in a suite in the Wal- 
oorf Tow ers, and is the only ten­ 
ant there who docs his own laun­ 
dry. 
Fie 
is 
also 
a 
bachelor 
who 
w ashes 30 m illion diapers a year. 
He is, as a m atter ot fact, pres­ 
ident 
and 
boaro 
chairm an 
of 
Consolidated 
Laundries, 
the 
w orld’s largest firm in the tield, 
and kingpin in the nation's 400- 
m illion-dollar a year linen supply 
and laundry industry. 
in 1943 w hen he moved in and 
took over control of 
the com ­ 
pany he w as hailed as the young­ 
est top executive ot any firm on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
"It w as losing money, and go­ 
ing dow nhill,” he said. "Its an­ 
nual business w as about six m il­ 
lion dollars and it hadn't paid a 
dividend in some 10 years. This 
y ear w e’ll do 22-million dollars.” 
How did he do it? This is Co­ 
hen's explanation: 
“I did it by molding the men 
I found there w hen I took over 
ihe firm . I didn't bring in men 
from the outside. 
"W e had about 2.000 employes 
then, and we have about 4,000 
now, plus 800 trucks. 
All 
the 
m anagers of the 23 plants we 
have today w ere route delivery 
men or route supervisors w hen 1 
came. 
"I told them at the start their 
jobs w ere secure as long as 1 was 
there, but it w as up to them to 
provide the kind of security that 
would perm eate through to their 
lainiiies. 
"I 
put in insurance, pensions 
and 
stock 
purchase plans. 
The 
m easure of my own success is 
how m any men I can help m ake 
successful. But I've been a sales­ 
man ail my life. I believe in ring­ 
ing doorbells, 
and 
that 
if you 
pound pavem ents and ask 
for 
business, you’ll get business. 
"So when they started to tell 
me w hat they’d been doing, or 
showed me a sheet of figures, I 
told them , *1 don't care what you 
did—that's up to you—and the 
only figure I’m interested in is 
the final one at the bottom of the 
page.” 
Cohen, who doesn't m ind ad ­ 
m itting he enjoys playing hard, 
also says he has kept the first 
promise he m ade to the men in 
hi* firm : 
"I will work harder than any 
of you.** 
The results show somebody or 
something w orked. 
Cohen now 
has 250,000 custom ers, a custom ­ 
er being either the m other of a 
new born baby, a hotel like the 
W aldorf, or a whole chain of res­ 
taurants such as Longchamps, one 
barber shop or a series of beau­ 
ty parlors. 


"The rental ol towels, napkins, 
tablecloths, and service uniform s 
is the big thing today,” he said 
“Dry cleaning and the handling 
of home laundry are m inor com­ 
pared to it. 
"But diaper rentals interest me 
Don't ask me why I never got 
m arried. It’s a long story. I m et 
a lot oi girls 1 liked for two weeks 
but then, somehow . . well . . ” 
"B abies 
interest 
me. 
We’ve 
found the average baby uses 100 
to 120 diapers a week 
The rec­ 
ord was 320 a week. He was a 
boy. At first we thought the fam ­ 
ily m ust have had triplets. 
"T here are a lot of angles to 
this business . .• wc own 10 m il­ 
lion-dollars w orth of linens, as 
we call cotton goods . . . we’ve 
got a new diaper now shaped like 
an hourglass instead ol square . . 
more efficient . . 
"You know 
how to deal with 
em ployes? firs t, m ake them have 
a real sense of belonging to your 
organization to give them emo­ 
tional security. 
Then over-pay 
them —that gives them financial 
security. N othing m akes a man 
feel more secure than being over 
paid.” 
Then Cohen, who is reported 
worth 15-million-dollars, give or 
take 5-million, rem arked w ith the 
brooding air of a m an who would 
like to have everything in life, 
and is still unreconciled, because 
hr can’t: 
“You know, I never w ent to 
college. T hat can give you an in­ 
feriority feeling.”

WASHINGTON, January 
23 - 
Despite the fact that much of Mis­ 
souri, and particularly the south­ 
west section, has been grievously ! 
stricken by the 
1956-57 
drought, 
assistance authorized by the Con­ 
gress has been withheld by refus­ 
al of the Secretary of Agriculture, 
Ezra Taft Benson, to act. 
W h e n 
President 
Eisenhower 
made his recent drought 
inspec­ 
tion tour, he neglected to visit Mis­ 
souri. Many farm ers told m e 
at 
Jefferson City January 14th that 
they were both shocked and disap­ 
pointed by this oversight. 
Drought aid - including 
em er­ 
gency credit, discounts on govern­ 
ment-owned feed grains, and as­ 
sistance on the purchase of hay — 
has been extended in twelve other 
states. 
Dspite the 
fact 
that 
publica­ 
tions of the USDA and the W eather 
Bureau report the drought to be as 
serious in M issouri as anywhere 
else, Secretary Benson 
has 
con­ 
tinually refused to designate Mis­ 
souri for the sam e types of asist- 
ance. 
On January 17, I laid this entire 
m atter before the Senate. Drought 
strikes im partially, but Secretary 
Benson has approved 
assistance 
with a partiality that poses m any 
grave questions. 
If it is true that Mr. Benson is 
penalizing hundreds of 
Mi sour i 
farm ers because of personal pique 
at Misqpri criticism s of 
his 
ad- 
m inistration of the D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, then he is unfit for the 


high office he holds and 
should 
resign. 
There is some possibility 
that 
em ergency 
credit, 
something 
1 
have long urged, may be extend­ 
ed to a num ber of our drought- 
stricken counties. This would be 
a start. 


Food Stockpiles Proposed 
S. 717, which I introduced last 
week to provide for the stockpil­ 
ing of essential foodstuffs and oth­ 
er item s to sustain the civilian 
population in the event of enemy 
attack or other m ajor disaster, 
has been referred to the Senate 
Armed Services Com mitte. 
Our civilian population and our 
civilian institutions must bear 
a 
m ajor share of any future attack, 
but we have so far failed to pro­ 
vide this element ol defense — the 
capacity of the civilian population 
to undergo attack, achieve a m axi­ 
mum recovery and go on to re­ 
establish a functioning society. 
If a possible enemy sees in this 
country a well-prepared, resilient 
population capable ot

Rising cost of newsprint, mostly from Canada, is 
serious problem for American press today; while 
publishing costs hove doubled since 1933, news­ 
print cost has gone up nearly four times; some 
newspapers cost less than the paper in them. 


After m ore than 20 years of hack 
ing at typew riters I have rudely 
discovered that I am in the wrong 
side of my business. So are all the 
Reids, the Sulzbergers, the Hearsts 
and Howards, of my 
profession. 
That is, if what you want i wealth. 
The big rew ards of a practical 
nature in newspapering go not to 
those who deal in words or opin­ 
ions but to the fellows who grind 
up lumber, treat it to om e simple j 
and fundamental m echanical and ■ 
chemical transform ations and pro­ 
duce newsprint. 
To own a newsprint null these 
days is tantam ount to having

license to print money, and in the 
opinion of
